garding the present traveled road, it was decided to seek out a 
better location for the improved road. 


The new route will follow the run up the valley from Cur- 


wensville and will pass through Grampian. 
This change will 


eliminate four railroad grade crossings and also the big hill 


• out of Curwensville. 


The engineers will be ordered to make a survey of the new 


route at once and it is confidently expected that bids will be 
asked and contracts let for the building of the road during the 
early spring. 


Bids for the building of the six and one-fourth mile stretch 


from the end of. the Johnson & Kearns contract near Luthers- 
burg through praucker's woods toward Curwensville will be 
among the first asked for by the, State Highway Department 
and this stretch' of road will be under construction early in 
the summer. 


The two mile stretch of road betwene Mahaffey and Mc- 


Gee's Mills'will also be in the.first batch advertised this spring 
and this road will also be built the coming summer.
